Practically .all.the houses of the Town are drained into 
the Council's sewers, the sewerage is then conveyed by the 
water carriage system to three different outfalls and discharged 
into the sea. Only about 12 houses are drained into the cess- 
poois, it is impossibie, owing +0 med formation of the 1 to 
connect these to the sewers. 

10 complaints with regard to the sewerage system or disposal 
of sewerdge were received during the year. The whole of the 
34 Plushing tanks on the system were thoroughly overhauled and 
put into working order, and. a twice weekly system of flushing 
sene brovsht into operation during the year. For the months 
of June, July, August and September this flushing 18 done three 
times “weekly at each tank. Owing to the 11115 ‘nature ‘of the 
District ali the sewers have good gradients. 

The ‘cesspoois are emptied as ‘requirel, at night tine, ‘and 
the ‘contents tipped into the sea at “ebb tide. |

“MILK SUPPLY. 


| Taken throughout the year the milk supplied in the District 
is, generally speaking, whole—some and satisfactory. It is 
noticeable however that during the months of July, Aust and 
September, when there is a great inf lux of visitors to the 
Town, that the quality appreciably lowers. The Sanitary 
Inspector sugzests to me it would be advantozeous if the County 
Council arranged for their Food Inspector to take more surprise 
samples for analysis during those months. 

The Mix (Expectant and Nursing Mothers) Order came ‘into 
force at the end of the 1 8 and will in certain cases be of 
assistance. 

The administration of Dairies &c. order is referred to in 
the Inspector of Nuisances Report attached. No action with 
respect to Tuberculosis Mik was found “necessary during the 
year. Your Veterinary Officer inspected and reported upon to 
you with respect’ to cows and Fowsheds in the District but as 
the major portion’ of the Milk retail len therein is imported 
from Districts where such inspection is not undertaken, the full 
value of this work is not obtained.

HOUSING. 


The housing conditions of the town as a whole, are good, 
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and at present are not occupied to their full capacity. The 
Inspector of Nuisances inclufles in his Report a paragraph on 
this matter giving details of work done. No houses were 
considered to be unfit for human habitation during the year 
and no representations for closing orders. No cases of over 
crowling were brought to light. . 

There was not a great deal of puilding of new working 
Class dwellings done during the year, but private enterprise 
began to open up in this direction during the closing months, 
and the supply excesds the demand. 

HOSPITAL ACCOMMODATION. 


Ample mod auen Isolation Hospital accommodation is provided 
at the Isolation Hospital on the northern boundary of the 
District. Two wards are here provided with nurses and care~ 
takers quarters, which are all spacious, and well Kept standing 
in about four acres of ground with the resident caretaker and 
nurse. A modern ambulance for the removal of patients is also 
provided. This Hospital is under the management of the Joint 
Hospital Committee and is most efficiently administered.
